All breweries in Missouri are re- 

| quired to suspend 

beer and all other beverages two 

days.each week and to. stop the

Director-General Replies That

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—i(By A. 
P.).—Director General: McAdoo was 
summoned before the Senate Inter- 
state Commerce Committee today, to 
explain the operation of Government 
administration of railroads. 

McAdoo said that cértain- so-called 
short line railroads would be released 
from Government Operation as soon 
as investigations now under way de- 
termined it was not ngcessary. 

In explaining the purpose of the 
administration railroad legislation 
McAdoo said he did not propose to 
keep control of any unnecessary lines 
or have the Government compensate 
those not taken over. 

“As far as Lcan seé in three weeks’ 
preliminary investigation,” said Mc- 
Adoo, “I don't contemplate taking 
over any roads not necessary for the 
Government’s war purposes, and if 
some interests necessarily get hurt by 
it, they will have to stand it.” 


Operation on Inland Waterways. 


Director McAdoo said that if it 
should develop that operation of -ca- 
nals was necessary they might be 
taken over. He added that -opera- 
tion would also be taken to inland 
waterways. 

McAdoo was told 
that small, independent: short lines 
feared bankruptcy if the Govern- 
ment took control of the large trunk 
lines, and that the | Government 
should take over all railroads, large 
or. small. 

"I can’t tell yet,” McAdoo replied,

ONLY UNTHRIFTY TO LOSE 


Factories Continue to Operate 
in Cases Where ‘ Closing 
Would Injure Property. 


The five days’ shutdown of fac- 
tories in the East Side industrial 
district, under the Garfield order, 
does not seriously affect either, the 
companies or the employes, accord- 
ing to statements to the Post-Dis- 
patch by managers of various repre- 
sentative plants. 

In normal times befdre the war 
it was customary for most plants to 
take occasional shutdowns for afew 
days for repairs, overhauling and 
cleaning up. This has been avoided ; 
as much as possible under rush, war 
conditions, “At most of the plants 
the five days will be utilized for this 
work and a part of the men will be 
kept at work. 

. While in some instances hardship 
will fall upon improvident  work- 
men, they will lose nothing, as com- 
| pared with their earnings before the 
| war. During the war they have been 
| almost continuously employed aud 
|have had opportunities of working 
|overtime, and in most lines of 
work there has been an increase of 
| wages.

tion of Contractor’s Affections 
by Mrs. Jennié R. Kinser. 


Mrs. Margaret E. Kinser of Terre 
Haite, Ind., divorced wife of the late 
Thomas W. Kinser, wealthy con- 


tractor, filed suit in the Circuit Court 
today against Mrs. Jennie R. Kinser 
of 4251 West Pine boulevard, Kin- 
ser’s second wife, for $250,000 dam- 
ages for the alienation of Kinser’s 
affections. 
Jennie Kinser won Kinser away from 
her and asks for $150,000 actual and 
$100,000 punitive damages. 

Kinser died Dec. 31 last, leaving 
an estate’ estimated at $400,000. 
Possession of it is being contested in 
the “Probate Court between Mrs. 
Jennie Kinser, who claims half of it,

1915. 

She has “been humiliated and dis- 
graced,” the petition continues, “and 
has suffered by reason of loss of 
reputation and standing in the 
community, and has suffered great 
anguish and distress of mind and 
body.”

The sons had sided with their moth- 
er in the separation proceedings, al- 
though they remained in the con- 
tracting business with their father. 

Kinser was 66 years old when he 
died. Mrs. Margaret Kinser is about 
60. Mrs. Jennie Kinser is 47. The 
second marriage took place July 28, 
1915, four days after Kinser was di- 


vorced.

SHAKE UP THE RAILROADS. 

At the bottom of most of the fuel shortage is the 
inadequacy of railroad transportation. The trans- 
‘portation system of the country has collapsed 
under the pressure of increased traffic, supple- 
‘mented with adverse weather conditions, 

: How can railroad inadequacy be remedied? The 
answer to this quéstion will solve most of our 
troubles. 

The railroads were inadequate to handle all 
the traffic of prosperous times before the war. 
They had gone through a series of hard blows. 
They had suffered from the juggling and loot- 
ing of high financiers, Then the Legislatures took 
them in hand and put them under the hammer. 
They were impoverished and rebellious. When 
our war broke out their earnings had been stead- 
ily increasing, but they lacked equipment. The 


” effort was made to co-ordinate separate railroad 


managements for war efficiency. Some progress 
was made, but the scheme failed. 

Now the Government controls the railroads, but 
it is evident that the problem of co-ordination, 
concentration and efficiency speeding has not 
been solved. 

The greatest task of the Government, through 
Railroad Director McAdoo and his assistants, is 
to reorganize, rehabilitate and energize railroad 
transportation, its means and methods. 

This must be done not only by increasing rail- 
road equipment and utilizing to the best advan- 
tage the existing equipment, but by reforming 
railroad methods. Railroads suffer almost as 
much from red tape and routine—working in ruts 
—as Government bureaus. They need shak- 
ing up. 

The holiday periods should be utilized not mere- 
ly to move coal, but to reorganize and energize 
the methods by which coal and all other commodi-

It needs to have tle country 
solidly behind it in the coming test upon the West- 
ern front, and its best chance to rally everyone to 
its support is to make good in some other theater of 
war. Having promised the Germans a larger and 
more powerful empire, it is in need always of mak- 
ing it appear that this is the result of war as far as 
it has gone. Doubtless the political effect of terri- 
torial acquisitions on the Eastern front would be to 
make the German people feel that the war was get- 
ting them somewhere, and ought therefore to go on 
with all the strength possible. 

‘*‘The moment the people of Germany become con- 
vinced that the war is not getting them anywhere, 
and that the military party has led them only to de- 
feat, there is going to be a blow up in that country. 
The militarists know that, and they are seizing upon 
what seems to be a chance on the Eastern front to 
allay that suspicion. 

‘*It is a hollow assurance, but one that may serve a 
political end. The military party wants to hold on 
until it can satisfy itself that the war cannot be won 
by some hook or crook, and the negotiations at 
Brest-Litovsk offer it an opportunity for the present 
to save its face. Of course, if the fight on the West- 
ern front is lost, everything is lost, including the ter- 
ritory taken from Russia; but the military party has 
not abandoned hope of the Western front. It wants 
time to make good there, and the conditions of peace 
with Russia may give it the time it needs. If the 
Russians upset that calculation by refusing to sur- 
render territory, don’t be surprised to wake up séme 
morning and see the dust of the Kaiser's reign pass- 
sing on the morning breeze.’’

Women Will Face Many Fus- 
sling Problems After the War. 


O war that has ever been 
N fought has been of such mo- 
mentous consequence to 

women as this war. It has changed 
the whole world for them. It has 
literally made for them a new earth. 
a new heaven and a new hell, and 
when it is over they will find them- 
selves embarked upon a sea of life in 
which most of the landmarks by 
which their grandmothers steered 
will have been swept away. ) 

They will have gained the fran- 
chise because those who are fighting 
to establish the glemocracy of the 
world cannot deny the right of the 
ballot to half of the inhabitants 
thereof. The walls of the harem in 
which women have been literally, or 
figuratively, shut up for centuries 
will be broken down never to be re- 
built again. 

Nobody can ever again talk about 
woman's sacred sphere or the po- 
tency of woman's gentler, silent in- 
fluence with a battalion of women 
going singing to certain death in a 
vain attempt to shame their eraven 
men soldiers to fight for their coun- 
try, and with women driving motor 
lories on the battlefield and tolling 
like fiends in ammunition factories. 
The war has blotted out the sex line 
and left us all just human beings. 

After the war many women who 
have been rich all their lives will find 
themselves poor. Many who have 
been poor will be rich. Many wom- 
on who have always leaned upon the 
strong arms of men will find them- 
selves obliged to stand alone. Many 
women who have lived futile, frivo- 
lous lives and who have been atirred 
by the war into doing great humani- 
tarian work will find, when it is end- 
ed, that they cantrot go back and 
make a career of bridge, fox trotting 
and clothes. 

Poor women who have made only 
a small pittance as domestic servants 
or seamstresses will find out that 
they can éarn big money doing ex- 
pert work in factories that it has 
‘heretofore been thought only men 
‘could do, and women everywhere will 
find such opportunities as they had 
never hoped for im their wildest 
dreams. 


LL of this ia going to make, 
| A many changes in the relation- 
ship between men and women 
—changes that will force us to alter 
our point of view on many subjects 
—and this is perhaps the most mo- 
mentous change of all that the war 
will bring to women. 

The big change is that it’s going 
/to doom to spinsterhood millfons of 
young women who, but for this war, 
would have married. The girl of to- 
day can no longer look forward Con- 
fidently to wifehood and motherhood 
as her predestined avocation in life. 
For a couple of generations to come, 
at least, husbands will belong to the 
luxury class and not among the do- 
mestic necessities of the household. 

Before the war England and Ger- 
many already had an immense sur- 
plus female population. How much 
this has been augmented by the ter- 
rible loss of mén m battle heaven 
only knows, but it is certain there 
will be in every European country 
that is now engaged in this bloody 
strife millions of women for whom 
there can be no possible opportunity 
of marriage. 

Conditions will not be quite so bad 
m our own country, but what with 
the loss of young men who must in- 
evitably peri@h in tne struggle and 
those who will be too wrecked by 
war to think of marrying, and with 
the hordes of foreign women who 
will undoubtedly emigrate to Ameri- 
ca at the close of the war, the mat- 
rimonial situation even here will be 
desperate indeed. These are discour- 
aging facts, but they are facts. 


The girl of today, therefore, is 
foolish indeed if she does not see the 
‘handwriting on the wall that spells 
‘spinster and does not prepare herself 
‘to follow some gainful occupation 
whereby she may support herself in 
‘comfort, and “do herself,” as our 
English friends say, as well as a hus- 
band would be able to do for her. 

Now aside from the census view 
‘of the matter, whether it is a mis- 
/ fortune or not for a girl to be an old 
' maid depends entirely upon her own 
attitude towards the subject. 


HE chief objection that most 
ye girls have to remaining single 
is that they are ashamed of 

being old maids. They think that it 
indicates that they are less attractive 
than their sisters who secure hus- 
bands. If the truth were told, the 
average woman would confess that 
she married not so much for love as 
because all of her friends were get- 
ting married and were asking her 
why she didn’t marry, and because 
she had gotten tired af trotting 
around to balis and parties and
